On March 6, 1967, a confidential source, who has 
furnished reliable information in the past, advised that 
information had come to his attention which disclosed that 
on that date ^Stanley Levison was in contact with a man whose 
name was unknown to the source. Levison took the opportunity 
to apprie the man about a meeting of the Research Committee, 
SCLC, which he attended that date. The meeting, according to 
Levison, was held in the law office of Harry Nachtel, 598 
Madison Avenue, Mew York, New York, and was attended by the 9 
following people: Jachtel, Levison, Martin Luther King, Bayard 
Rustin, James Bevel, Doctor Lawrence Reddick and Robert Green, 
a professor from Michigan State, and others whom Levison did 
not identify* 


According to the information received by ths source, 
one of the items considered by the participants in the confer¬ 
ence was, whether Martin Luther King should participate in 
the "march" scheduled for this Spring in New York to protest 
United States involvement in Vietnam. Everyone was opposed 
to Kingjr becoming involved except James Bevel, It was King'J ^ 
feeling that he would be considered a coward unless he became 
involved. However, King decided to think about the matter for 
a couple of days before making a final decision.

An Associated Press dispatch dated January 28, 

1967, appearing in the "Ithaca Journal", a 
daily newspaper published in Ithaca, he" York, 
indicated Reverend James L, Bevel had been 
selected as the National Director of the 
Spring Mobilization Committee in order to 
emphasize the recruitment of Negroes and civil 
rights workers. This committee was organized to 
coordinata demonstrations against the war in \1 
Vietnam, scheduled for April 15 , 1367 , in New 
York City. 

On Marches 1967 , the first source reported above, 
furnished information that Stanley Levison and William Stein, 
a fund raiser for the SCLC, were in contact on that date. 

It was during their contact that Levison made mention of the 
fact that he would be going to Atlanta, Georgia, on March 8, j|

On March 7 , 1967 , the same source advised that Levison 
and Adels Kantor, the Director of the SCLC Office in New York 
City, New York, had reason to be in contact on that date. During 
their contact Leviscn apnrised Kantor of the meeting of the 
SCLC to be held in. Atlanta, Georgia, on March 9 - 10, 1967 , the 
purpose of which will be to discuss a profound reorganization's 
of the SCLC.

In assuring Kantor that her status with the SCLC will 
not change, Levison mentioned that King had come to a 
realization that a re-organization must be made. 

King J 9 according to Levison, has watched one project after 
another run into a stone wall, like Hosea Williams in Chicago £ 
and others. King has come to a conclusion that his people should 
not make decisions on their own. 

The source said he had learned that Levison will 
stay at Paschal's Motor Hotel while in Atlanta, Georgia. £ 

On March 7 , 1967 , according to the same source, Martin 
Luther King and Stanley Levison were in contact. Among the 
items of business discussed by them was King's attendance at 
a fund raising dinner in New York several days ago. The dinner 
was attended by ahou^ twenty people, and the SCLC derived 
approximately ^17 jOO^pTedges for another $3,5,OOG.OG to be 
paid over a period of three years. One of those who pledged 
$15,000.00 of the $35,000.00 was Mr, Englehard, the owner of 
Englehard Industries. 

King was cautioned by Levison against getting involved 
with Englehard, since he owns extensive holdings in South 
Africa and Rhodesia, therefore, he could be using the SCLC to 
get the curse off his back. Levison will do some checking on 
his own before giving King approval to deal with Englehard. ^ 

The affair which King attended was held in the home 
of a Mr. Burden, who is reportedly the son of the principal 
stockholder in the Columbia Broadcasting System, After hearing 
that, Levifon was of the opinion that Burden should be contacted 
periodically in order to keep up the contact.

He pointed out that the United 
States has refused to allow even trade of non-strategic 
materials with Red China much less allow students to travel 
to mainland China. He claimed that we have been opposed to 
Red China being admitted to the Unit<*d Nations but we have 
hot opposed recognition of CHIANG KAI-SHEK's Government. 


Senator MARK HATFIELD (R-0regon^ also spoke in 
opposition to the war In Vietnam but spent most of his time 
talking about hunger throughout the world. He claimed the 
?0 per cent of the developing nations of the world suffer from 
malnutrition and that the United States could do more 
good by helping to develop new sources of nutrition. 

HATFIELD brought out the fact that when he was governor, he 
was the only one of all the governors attending the July, 1966, 
National Governors 1 Conference at Century City in Los Angeles 
who opposed the resolution to, support the administrations 
position on the war in Vietnam. 


ROBERT VAUGHN, TV personality, introduced MARTIN LUTHER 
KING, JR. KING stated that we are fighting an illegal war 
in Vietnam; and in addition to the other immoral aspects of 
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any war. In Vletnair we are napaiming helpless and Innocent 
Vietnamese children. KING criticized the reasoning for 
our being in Vietnam to "stop communism." KING was critical 
of the high cost in the war In Vietnam and claimed that it 
costs $332,000 for each Viet Cong killed by American military 
men. KING stated "we have got to work for peace; but it is 
not enough to be for peace, we have got to get out and 
demonstrate and protest until It rocks the very foundations 
of this nation." 

Senator EUGENE MC CARTHTt (D-MInnesota) spoke briefly and 
stated ti..-,. w A „ ..us naru to justify war in viecnam especially 
the napalm bombing of the children. He claimed that our

SEYMOUR MELMAN, Columbia University Professor, 
claimed that he was quoting from one of the military services 
newspaper (name unknown) stating that the Uhited States 
intends to carry on more Vietnam wars. He pointed out that 
Lockheed Aircraft Corporation is building a transport capable 
of carrying 600 men. He stated that at that rate it would 
only take 20 pilots and 20 planes to carry 12,000 men. He 
claimed that it was obvious that the United States would have 
no use for such aircraft if it did not have the intention 
of becoming Involved in the Vietnam-type wars. MELMAN 
criticized the 1968 budget for the expenditures for military 
appropriations. 

MELMAN claimed that there will be a crisis in the 
value of the United States dol'ar in 1967. He was critical 
of the drain of gold in the United States Treasury and 
deficit spending. MELMAN felt that the best way to 
alleviate this situation was to stop the war In Vietnam 
and to cut down on the armed forces. ME1MAN stated that 
In future elections we should give primary consideration 
on how we vote on the candidates who are In favor in giving 
up the Vietnam war, and are backing a conversion from a 
military to a peace economy. 

Senator ERNEST GRUENING (D-Alaska) stated that he 
was one of the first people in Congress to oppose President 
JOHNSON'S Foreign Policies.

Source did not know Phil Kerby to be a member 
of the Communist Party (CP) but he considers 
Kerby 1 s writings and speeches to closely follow 
the communist line.

Those scheduled to share the speakers 
piatform are the same as those set forth above.

DISCUSSION UNLIMITED, INC. 


Records of the Division of Corporations, California 
State Department of Investments, Los Angeles, California, 
Indicate that Discussion Unlimited filed its Articles of 
Incorporation as a nonprofit corporation, with the Secretary 
of State, Sacramento, California, on or about June 4, 1963* 
noting its principal site of office as Los Angeles County, 
California. The aims and purposes of the organization, as 
listed in the Articles of Incorporation, are "...to promote 
full and open discussion on our society and problems^'. 

A source advised on May 8, 1963* that Discussion 
Unlimited, Inc. actually was originated in Los Angeles, 
California, in May, 1962, and was composed largely of a number 
of present and former Communist Party members who assist in 
staging panel forums and in promoting such events. Original 
coordinator of the group was BERNARD LUSHER, who In 1961, 
was educational director of the Southern California District 
Communist Party, 

This source was recontacted on April 9, 1965, and 
indicated that the basic concept of Discussion Unlimited, Inc. 
has not changed. It continues to present "left Ideas" to at 
least partially non-committed audiences. It proposes to 
develop special activities around various issues on an irregular 
basis. It Is not a membership organization, and does not hold 
regular meetings as such, but" rather Is strictly a forum-type 
organization. 

On May 10, 1966, another source reported that 
Discussion Unlimited, Inc. continues to operate as a forum- 
type organization.

The same source advised on June 9/ 1966, that 
subsequent to the adoption of the new name In January, 

IC'66, the officers began to refer to It by the name 
Southern Californians to Abolish the House Un-American 
Activities Committee. This Is now the official name and 
the nev/ letterhead of the organization carries the name 
as ''Southern Californians to Abolish HUAC". 

The "Guide to Subversive Organizations", revised, 
December 1, 1961, pp. 43-44, describes the CCPAF as follows: 

"The Citizens Committee to Preserve American 
Freedoms * * * specializes in propaganda aimed at abolishing 
the Committee on Un-American Activities and discrediting 
the Federal Bureau of Investigation. Created In Los Angeles 
in 1952, the front organization Is run by FRANK WILKINSON, 
an identified Communist who recently resumed the full-time, 
paid post of executive secretary after approximately a 
year’s leave of absence to assist In a similar campaign 
by another front in New York City, the Emergency Civil 
Liberties Committee. 

"When the Committee on Un-American Activities held 
hearings in Los Angeles, September 2-5, 1958, to inquire 
Into the nature of the Party's recent reorganization In 
California, the Citizens Committee to Preserve American 
Freedoms sponsored a series of public meetings to protest 
the hearings and the very existence of the Committee.

The seminar "Critical Issues and Decisions," (brochure 
attached) which begins 3/28/67 and in which King is scheduled 
to participate, comes under the School’s Special Program Depart¬ 
ment. The announced purpose of the seminar is to provide 
opportunity for Federal executives, 03-14 and above, to stimu¬ 
late more critical evaluation of Government problems and to 
develop better techniques and broader knowledge with which to 
cope with them. King and also six additional individuals, 
on whom file checks are currently being conducted on an expedite 
basis, are characterized in the seminar announcement as writers 
and scholars who will provide personal tutelage at the seminar. 

OBSERVATIONS : ' 

The Department of Agriculture Graduate School report¬ 
edly enjoys a good reputation within Government. Our files 
contain nothing of a derogatory nature concerning it. Although 
jit does not operate with appropriated Government funds, it is 
sponsored and controlled by the Department of Agriculture. We 
should therefore furnish any pertinent information to Agriculture 
concerning the seminar participants in response to Agriculture’s 
name check request.

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On February 15 , 1967 , a confidential source, who 
furnished reliable information in the past, advised that 
Le/had learned that Martin Luther King, President of the

In~contact on that date. Their contact, the source said, was 
in regard to King's new book. 

First of all, Levison told King that he had 
practically finished the chapter entitled "Nhere Do VJe Go 
From Here?" and would soon make it available for King's 
recommendations and comments. He also promised to furnish E® 
the first two chapters of the book to King.

King mentioned that he had received Hermin 
revisions on the chapter entitled "The T ^hite Dileraim 
very pleased with her contributions so far. 


King solicited Levison*s advice on other material 
which he should incorporate in the new book. Levison recommendec 
that King use some of the statements made by the late Prime ta 
Minister Gandhi of India, and some of the decisions rendered 
by the United States Supreme Court during 1964. 

Levison, in digressing to another matter which 
concerned King and his organization, the SCLC, said $2 0,000, 00^^ 
came in last Friday, February 10, 1967 , and $6,000.00 on 
February 15, 1967. It was Levison*s opinion that contributions 
would increase in the future.

1967* indicating that(Stanley Levison and Dora Me Donald, the 
secretary to Martin Lather King, President of the Southern 
Christian Leadership Conference (SCLC) were in contact on that^^ 
date. Their contact, according to what the source was able to-^P 
ascertain, concerned the following: 

Me Donald wanted to tell Levison that Martin Luther 
King was scheduled to return to the United States from Jamaica 
on Monday, February 13, 1967; and according to Me Donald, King 
will Miami, Florida where he can be located through the 

office of Henry Arrington, a Miami attorney. Me Donald related 
that King desired Levison to furnish this information to Hermine 
Popper since she is editing King*s new book. Me Donald gave^^ 
Arrington*s address as 111 North West 5th Street, Miami. 

Me Donald then told Levison that King wanted Levison 
to contact Bayard Rustin to see if he would write his speech 
which he. King, is scheduled to give in Los Angeles, California, 
on February 25, 1967, before an affair being sponsored by M The 
Nation”. King, according to Me Donald, wants to make a strong 
statement on Viet Nam. Levison did not think Rustin should be 
entrusted with the task since, in Levison*a opinion, Rustin is 
very weak on the subject of Viet Nam. Instead of Rustin writing 
the^ speech for King, Levison felt that Tom Offenberger, of the 
Public Relations Department of the SCLC should write the speechl^^

King had some strong remarks concerning the involvement of the 
United States in the Viet Nam war.

On February 8, 1967, according to the aforementioned 
source, Clarence Jones and Stanley Levison were in contact 
concerning Martin Luther King’s trip to California later during 
the month. Jones wanted to advise that King could pick up 
approximately $10,000.00 for the SCLC if he would be willing to 
go to a little extra trouble. In explaining, Jones said he 
recently talked with A1 Cannon of California, who mentioned 
that many people are expecting King in California, including former 
Governor Brown. These people, according to Jones, desire King 
to dine with Governor and Mrs. Brown and then make a brief 
speech after dinner. It was Jones 1 belief that many of those 
v/no attend the dinner would be very wealthy individuals. 
was Levison’s feeling that King would not be able to make bhaJE^P 
dinner but could possibly make it for cocktails about 9 j 00 PM.^ 
Anyway, Levison told Jones to relay the information to Dora 
Me Donald, who in turn could find out from King if he can make

Sta nleyA%evison and Joan\Daves, a publishers representative 
in New York City who handles books which Martin Luther King 
writes, were in contact concerning King^s newest book. The jo 
following is in substance what transpired during-'.their contact 
go February 13, 196?: 


Levis on^entioned that he was reviewing the "White 
Dilemma" part of /manuscript which he received from Martin Luther 
King, and that he, Levison, was revising certain parts of it. 
After being told that*Daves was astonished since she also had a 
version of the "White Dilemma" which she received from King 
and Hermine Popper. Daves was very disappointed in King ! s 
, contributions so far and said,what she had received so far, 

\ did not seem to be very constructive. ^ 

Levison commented, the source said, that he had 
conferred with King about the book and had expressed his dis-^0

appointment in King's manner of dealing with the "White 
Dilemma ,f chapter, but was quite pleased with the "Black Power" 
chapter. His main criticism with the "White Dilemma", Levison 
remarked, was that King had no original ideas and that consequently 
had just taken old ideas and re-stated them. King, Levison 
commented, quotes people because it lends a scholarly style®® 
to the book. 

It was Levison's opinion that King had not been taking 
the time to do a lot of deep thinking, but had been doing a lot 
of editing of material that he had and had not asked himself^^ 
what was new, 

In considering the work as a whole, Levison felt that 
the chapter dealing with "Black Power" was the best contribution 
■ so far. In commenting on his own contributions, Levison 
mentioned that he had revised the chapter dealing with the 
question "Where do we go from here". 

It was Daves opinion that she could get a publisher for 
King's work especially in view of the chapter dealing with 
^B.lack Power". She felt that since "Biack Power" is still so 
fresh in the irinds of the American people, there would be plenty 
of readers for this type of contribution. She mentioned having 
contacted "Look", the magazine publisher, but had not been given 
any encouragement, so therefore, would contact "Life" to see if 
they would be interested in publishing King's book. Levison 
instructed Daves to contact King at his hotel in Miami, the 
Dupont Plaza Hotel or at the law office of Henry Arrington, 

111 North West 5th Street, Miami, Florida, and get his permission 
before making any deal with "Life". King, according to Levison, 
will remain in Miami until February 18, 1967 , when he will <^- 
return to Atlanta, Georgia. 
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
